! er in an edito rial written fo r Is EA Serv ice and the 
Times-Mirro r. 
The American—and British—peo ple certainly wo uld 
appreciate fro m Mr. Truman an ex planatio n o f his o p­ 
timism as ex plicit as security and diplo macy permit. 
Instead, they are giv en two sho rt sentences which treat 
an o bv io usly dangero us co nditio n in a casual, o ff-hand 
manner. Co nsecjuentlv , it is little wo nder that the co m- 
fo rt to be fo und in the President's statement is almo st 
as brief as the statement itself. 
The peo pJ e are to assume that there is no danger 
o f war nex t week o r nex t mo nth, and that the to uchy 
relatio ns between America, Britain, and Russia will so o n 
be smo o thed o ut. All o f us, dev o utly wanting to believ e 
this, wo uld breathe a little easier if we knew ho w it is 
to be do ne, and by who m. 
The President o f the United States clearly po ssesses 
a great deal o f info rmatio n in situatio ns like this which 
is denied to the press and public. 
It may be that Mr. 
Truman kno ws future mo v es and plans, future po licies 
which permit him an airy , smiling dismissal o f a co urse 
o f ev ents which has thro wn millio ns into a state o f 
glo o my apprehensio n. 
Perhaps he kno ws that Premier Stalin’s present 
po licy is directed at security and no t at imperialistic 
ex pansio n, and that it will sho rtly be abando ned. 
Per­ 
haps he kno ws ho w Anglo -Russian relatio ns will speedily 
be impro v ed. 
Perhaps Mr. Truman kno ws in what manner the 
three po wers’ co nflicting interests in Middle Eastern o il 
will be adjusted to the satisfactio n o f all. 
It may be 
that he also has assurance either that Britain will no t 
bring up at the imminent United Natio ns sessio n the 
treaty -v io lating presence o f Russian tro o ps in Iran, o r 
that Russia will accept the discussio n o f that subject 
witho ut threatening a v eto o r wralko ut. 
If Mr. Truman kno ws this, then it wo uld be wTell to 
pass alo ng these mo re specific glad tidings to the ap­ 
prehensiv e millio ns who are weak and weary fro m wrar, 
and who hate and fear it as war pro bably has nev er 
befo re in the histo ry o f man been hated and feared. 
Fo r to day these apprehensiv e millio ns can see the 
war clo uds gathering again. And they see little fo rceful, 
po sitiv e actio n to dispel them. 
They see the wartime 
alliance o f the British Empire and the So v iet Unio n split 
wider and wider by a bilateral bro adside o f accusatio n 
and self-justificatio n. 
They see the po ssibility o f the 
United Natio ns Organizatio n may hav e to giv e an im­ 
po rtant blessing to the fruits o f co nquest o r see itself 
destro y ed by the departure o f o ne o f its mo st po werful 
members. 
The apprehensiv e millio ns see themselv es again at 
the beginning o f the ro ad to war. They see themselv es 
speechless and paraly zed, unable to stay the fo rces that 
wo uld o nce mo re driv e them do wn that ro ad. 
May be they are wro ng, but they are wo rried. 
If 
there is no cause fo r alarm, let them be giv en the true 
sto ry as fully as po ssible.

State Gives 
Borough Fund 
To Aid Health 


Auditor General G. Harold Wag­ 
ner has approved 
payment 
of 
$1,704.00 to the W arren Borough 
School D istrict. The amount repre­ 
sents the first payment 
to 
be 
made by the state under the pro­ 
visions of the School Health Act 
passed by the 1945 Legislature. 
The A ct became effective at the 
beginning of the 1945-46 
school 
year and is administered under the 
supervision of the State Depart­ 
ment of Health and the State De­ 
partment of Public Instruction. It 
provides for the medical and den­ 
tal examination of teachers, other 
school employees, and all pupils 
In grades one, three, five, seven, 
nine and eleven In public and priv­ 
ate schools, so that pupils w ill un­ 
dergo an examination not less than 
once every two years. However, 
examinations are not compulsory 
where there is parental objection 
for specified reasons. 
Physicians and dentists are ap­ 
pointed, or approved by the State 
* Secretary of Health. 
Physicians 
arc paid at the rate of $1.50 per 
examination, and may not make 
more than four examinations per 
hour. Dentists are paid at the rate 
of seventy-five cents per examin­ 
ation, and may not make more 
than eight examinations per hour. 
The report of the W arren dis­ 
trict shows that 54 pupils and 14 
employees received medical 
ex­ 
aminations, and 736 pupils receiv­ 
ed dental examinations.

The 
first 
radish 
he 
harv ests 
thrills the home gardener more 
than the first robin. Three weeks, 
more or less, from the time the 
seed is sown, round, red, spicy 
roots are ready to serv e, bringing 
to the menu a zest which stimulates 
winter-jaded appetites. 
Yet many ho.r.e gardeners hav e 
had trouble dev ising a radish pro­ 
gram which would av oid the waste 
that comes when 
a planting is 
too large, and only a fraction can 
be used before the roots turn pithy, 
and must be thrown away. 
The cause of this is the v ery 
short season that early radishes re­ 
main edible. The earlier they are 
the shorter this season, because 
they are growing fast, and quickly 
pass by the edible stage on their 
way to the goal of all plant life, 
the production of seed. 
With radishes, 
as with other 
crops, you must sow according to j 
what you need. 
Figure out the i 
number you will use in a week, and | 
estimate that twelVe early radishes | 
can be produced in a foot of gar-i 
den row. Then sow a v ;eek’s sup- j 
ply of an early v ariety at a time. 
Midseason radishes will be usable 
for two weeks, so two weeks’ sup­ 
ply of them can be sown. The early 
v arieties do not grow7 well in hot 
weather. If you want a supply all 
summer, sow a late, summer v ari­ 
ety for that season. 
But frequent 
sowings in small lots is a good rule 
for all except winter radishes which 
take two months to m ature and 
remain good for six weeks. They 
grow v ery large, some weighing 
sev eral pounds. 
One way to grow earlj* radishes 
is to mi:: them with the seeds of 
par:ley, parnips, carrots and beets, 
all of which are slow to germinate. 
Not more than a tenth as many 
radishes as the other seeds should 
be used. The radishes will germi-

The Field and Stream Clubbers 
have become increasingly alarm ed 
over the d ecrease in rabbits and 
the loss of the 
once 
p revalent 
ringnecks. Decid ing 
tha t 
som e­ 
thing had to be d one to restore 
the good hunting cond itions of the 
past, the club succeed ed in g e tt­ 
ing a resolution through the F ed ­ 
erations of Sportsm en’s Clubs and 
the Game Commission for a re ­ 
turn of the $4 bounty on both red 
and grey foxes. The result w as 
tha t over 
one 
thousand 
foxes 
were trap p ed in W arren county 
d uring the p a st season. W ith the 
pred ators p artially und er control, 
the local club brought Dr. Logan 
B ennett of S tate College to W ar­ 
ren to look over the county from 
a technical point of view and re ­ 
commend his solution to the prob­ 
lem of restorin g our sm all gam e. 
Dr. B ennett, since his gra d ua t­ 
ion from agricultui’al school, hsus 
d evoted all of his tim e 
to 
the 
stud y of gam e propagation and 
gam e m anagem ent. He has tra ve l­ 
led wid ely and w orked w ith ee\'- 
eral d ifferent sta te gam e 
com ­ 
missions and for the p ast several 
y ears has been in Pennsy lvania.

B ennett spent an entire d ay go­ 
ing over the county and 
ad vised 
the club tha t 
while

w as 
! plenty of cover for ringnecks and 
' rabbits, there w as not enough food 
to c a rry them over 
the 
w inter 
m onths. In ord er to provid e 
the 
need ed food , the locaJ organ izat­ 
ion d ecid ed to spend an initial tw o 
hund red d ollars on a tria l area. 
The sw am p land s along the Cone- 
w ango Creek from Russell to the 
New Y ork S tate line w as selected 
d ue to the id eal over cond itions. 
F arm ers along this area have been 
contacted by 
the 
C onservation 
C om m ittee and have agreed 
to 
plant and cultivate gam e food as 
n ear to the n atura l cover as pos­ 
sible. The farm ers will be paid for 
the crops tha t are properly placed 
and cared for. Several d ifferent 
plans have been w orked out n ith 
the farm ers and the com m ittee 
has found the farm ers very anx­ 
ious to cooperate 
on 
any 
plan 
which will increase the gam e sup­ 
ply . The Game Com m ission has a s­ 
sured the com m ittee tha t the area 
will be stocked heavily and have 
alread y placed tw enty -seven hen 
and fifteen cock ringnecks in the 
area as a s ta rte r on the spring 
stocking. 
The Gam e Com m ission has com- 
plim.ented the club very highly on 
the program and have ad vised the 
officers of the Field and Stream 
Club tha t the local organization is 
the only one in the sta te tha t has 
a conservation program such as 
this. It is realized tha t it m ay tak e 
tw o or three y ears to increase the 
ringneck flock to the point w here 
there will be id eal hunting cond it­ 
ions b ut a good sta rte r will be 
m ad e this y ear. If the program 
w orks out successfully , other areas 
will be includ ed next y ear 
and 
hunting cond itions should im prove 
consid erably . Dr. B ennett assured 
the m em bers of the Field 
and 
Stream Club tha t it has been his 
observation tha t w here gam e food 
has been planted , rabbits have pro­ 
fited as m uch or m ore than the 
ringnecks and the larger kill 
of 
rabbits each y ear has paid big 
d ivid end s on the m oney spent. The 
local club should be highly com ­ 
m end ed on the action it has taken 
and ev'cry sportsm an in W arren 
county should lend their support 
to the program s w hich wall m ake 
this county a b e tte r hunting and 
fishing parad ise.
